by the Laws of God and this Nation,to defend and protect 
us in this our good Deſign, to detend this Renowned City 
and the Inhabitants thereof, together with the Liberties of 
England and the Proteſtant Religion, from the vile Ac- 
cempts of wicked Men : And we do here declare, That we 
will venture our Lives and Forruncs to detend the King 
and the Proteſtant Religion, as by Law eſtabliſhed ; which 
through the aſſiſtance of God we will neyer difſert, though 
. we are exerciſed with the moſt exquiiite Tortures imagi- 
nable; deſiring your Lordfhips leave to ſearch all Papiſts 
Houſes within this City, tor Arms, Ammunition, ec. ac- 
cording to Act of Parhament; and we defire the Aid and 
Aſſiſtance of your Self, togecher with the Trained-Bands 
of this City, to keep Garriſon within this ſaid City, and 
not in the leaſt doubring of your Lordſhips Concurrence, 
for the Defence of whoſe Perſon we will not flinch, though 
we all immediacely loſe our Lives. Thus being -our rc- 
ſolute Purpoſe, we leaye 1t to your ſerious Contideration, 
and remain 
Tour Lordſhips moft humbtle Seruants
